ATROCITIES COBNITTEB BY THE GERMANS 



EXECUTIONS Andreas .... ( surname unknovm ) is reported to be 

amongst those executed with Petty Officer, wireless 
operator ’T3NIZELOS, on the 16/6/43, £> r spying and using a wirele;!;.! 
transmitor. (see Bull. C. 37- page 1 ). 

The 3 on of 3K0URAS, was executed in Athens in Feb- 
ruary 1943, on the charge that he belonged to a National organisa- 
tion ( see Bull. C.35, page 4, where he is mentioned as arrested). 

Christos POURSOUKIS, worker aged 21, Spyridon VI GRETS'S 
gardener aged 22 and Koahon LEVJSSI4N0S , aged 23, were sentenced t't 
death by the German Partial Courts of Southern Greece and executed 
for sabotage and theft committed in the Railway depots of Eieusrina - 

The German authorities executed the following wireless 
operators in Athens on the 20/5/43 

1) Eheodoros RIAKOS, aged 23, 2) Katheos ANDR0HIK03, aged 20., 

3) Spyron BATS 13, aged 32, for possessing a wireless transmitor. 

From latest reports received we learn that the name 
of one of the school teachers executed in Athens during June 1943 
(Bulletin C 37, page l) is P AR A3KEV OPOULOS . 

Th. DJ1K0S and K, & T DROTIL AKI3, were executed in Athens 

in July 1943. 

On the 15-20/8/43, 6 workers of the 3TAVRIAH0S 3ros, 
Factory in Aghios Georgiou (Pireaus) were executed by the Germans 
after a summary trial because they did not go to work, this being 
oonsidered as an act of sabotage against the occupation authorities. 



IIURDBRS : - In July 1943, during a manifestation in Athens, in Cons- 
titution square against the extension of the Bulgarian 
occupation, a youngster of 15, was wounded by a- German hand grenade . 
Whilst trying to get out of the crowd, he bumped into a german sol- 
dier y/ho immediately shot him with his pistol and killed him. 

Student S . TOURON , was amongst those killed by the occupation autho-’* 
rities during a manifestation which took place on the 5/3/43, in 
Athens, 

50 persons were killed by the Germans during the str.v;e

The Students Emm. GHALID.AKI3 and Dimitrios 3TDFANJ0TI3, were 
killed by the Germans on the 27/7/43 during a manifestation in Pireaus 

On the 22/6/43, a german tank which was used to disperse a orowd 
of manifestahto in Athene passed over the body of a wounded woman and 
killed her. In 1943, Const, R0U330S, wireless operator was killed in 
a clash with the German Police in Athens. 

On. the 13/6/43, Eleni PAPAGEORGIOU, from Athens, was killed in a 
manifestation against the extension of the Bulgarian occupation. 

DEATH SENTENCES ; - From reports dated July 1943-, we 3c arn that Com- 
mander T 3 ATS OS and J.ieut, Commander MIT3AKI3, 
reported arrested for trying to escape to the K.E. (Bull. C35,page2) 
were court martialled by the Germans in Athens and sentenced to death. 
The sentence has not yet been carried out. 

Gendarmerie Lieut. KB AIK AL IS and a Gendarmerie 
Captain whose name is unknown, were sentenced to death by the German 
Partial Courts of Athens in July 1943, because a box of explosives 
was found in their district (Tatoi), Up to the 29/8/43, this sentence 
had not yet been carried out. 

ARRESTS ! - The following were arrested by the Italian Authorities in 
Aghia Theodora square, Athens, on the 3/8/43 and handed 
over to the Germans, because they intended to escape to the M.3. 
l) Colonel Dimitri B.AKAS 2) Captain MAT AT- AS 3) Captain T0UMBA3 and 
four civilians, names unknown.

In April 1943, Alexandros and Nicolas KAJRI, were arrested 
in Athens. Alexander was employed in a German military service and 
was charged with the theft of military documents. Nicolas KAJRI was 
detained only a few days in prison and was then released. 



In June 1943, the following inhabitants of Aegi na were 
arrested in reprisal for sabotage committed in Aegina island 
l) P. P VPALEON ARDOS , Chemist Community President 2 ) NT0U3SA3, warrant 
officer of gendarmerie of Vegina polioe 3) Const. IRIOTIS, Captain 
R.H.N. Medical Officer 4 ) N. STAMATIADT3 5) PELEKANOS , British subject 
from Kalymnos 6) I,t . Nicolas . Z0GRAPH03, notary. They were released 
the next day but were arrested again towards the end of July 1943.- 



During the Pan Hellenic strike of 22/6/43 and in reprisal 
for the trams set on fire in Kalithea (Athens) vh i'ch was considered 
as sabotage, the germans arrested 150 tram employees as hostages. 



On the 30/6/43, a further 50 civilians were arrested in 
the streets of Athena . During the strikes of 25/7/43, some 500- 
persons were arrested in Athens and Pireau 3 . 

Captain vAoSII-ARAJCOS, was arrested by the German secret 
police in the .Greek invalid’s bureau, Uavromihali street, for unknown 
reasons .

In July 1943 , Nioolaa TOSCAS, air force sergeant, wa3 amongst those 
arrested in Athens during the manifestations. 

In March 1943, Const. KOMTOPOULOS , Anastassiou KRIJTAS, V API ADIS , 
goldsmith, were imprisoned in Athens for distributing revolutionary 
pamphlets. 

ILL- TOT) VTKSN TS : - June 1943, many Greek workers and women working 
on Tatoi aerodrome were compelled to submit to 
blood transfusion for German wounded soldiers. Many of these workers 
fainted or even died. 



PEP OR TAT IONS -EXILES In July 1943, the Generals PAPAGOSfPITSttlAS , 

PEDES, BAK0P0TJL0.3 and KOSKAS, were arrested 
and deported by air to Germany, because they were the leaders of the 
Patriotic organisation " IERARHIA" . 
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ACTS OF ARSON : - Since June 1943, date of the occupation of Epirus 
by German troops, the Germans carried out wide 
spread acts of arson burning down a great number of villages and . 
using as excuse for this, the pursuit and elimination of the Guerilla 
All villages on the Agrinion-Ioannina-Ighoumeni t3a road and Ioannina- 
Zaghoriou road were completely destroyed, we quote the following 
which were completely destroyed V0U3T0 PAM A OKI A, ELEFTITEROHOAI , 
ATPONOHORI , GOTO A, BOULTS J .part of E0MIT3A town and JE SKOBIKI .

EXECUTIONS Prom recent reports we learn that the following were 
amongst the 50 hostages shot in Salonica on the 2/6/43 
in reprisal of the murder of Georgios HOUR AS, interned for spying, 
Kyriacos. PAPAPETROS, PATLAKOS and V/tLOYA'TIS from Kyti lini. ,U1 men- 
tioned in Bulletin 0.37, as having been deported. 

Nioolas TINT A3 f rom* Fas tani a, farmer, Georgios PI3EZJ3, 
from Orestiados, were court martialled in 1942 in Salonica for spying 
and were executed. 

MURDERS : - In Jai uary 1942, Mina 3 TATSIS, from Orestias, died from 
torture and .starvation in Galonica’s prisons. 

In June 1943, the Germans executed a Greek gendarmerie 
sergeant in Salonica, because he refused to fire on the crowd which 
was assembled in the railway station of Salonica for the departure 
of deported Jews from Salonica. 

Minas LA3TPIS, photographer, died from torture in 1943, 
in the prisons of Salonica where he was detained as a suspiscious 
subject. 

ARRESTS ; - Antonios ANAGNOSTOU, Was arrested towards the end of 1942 

and is detained in the prisons of Salonica for anti -axis 
activities. In spite of the fact that the martial courts acquitted 
him, he was not released from prison. 

On the 16/4/43, during the manifestations against the 
extension of the Bulgarian occupation, the Germans arrested 12G- 
students and 26 girl student demonstrators. 
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On the 12/8/43, Theo. BARBA11ANOLI3, stoker of the 3/3 FOUNTANaS, 
was arrested in Salonica and imprisoned for National activity.

PEP ORT AT I ONS -TUX XT <S3 : - On the 25/7/43, the Germans encircled the 

Vardaria area of Salonica up to the central 
market and arrested all male inhabitants from the ages of 16-40,- 
411 the victims were sent for oompulsory labour to an unknown desti- 
nation, probably Albania. Up to the 7/6/43, some 10.000 men were thus, 
deported, 

According to reports dated May 1943, the Ger- 
mans carry out, mass deportations in order to fight the Guerillas and 
prevent farmers from helping and supplying them. Some 800 women and 
men of Rapsani were transferred to Ekaterini, 123 inhabitants of I.ito- 
hori, Stoupe, Kountouriotisoa, were taken to Salonica, where they are 
detained as hostages,

EXECUTIONS On the 10/4/43, the Germans executed 3. KJ5RA33IDIS, 

0 TT RI 3 AFOPOULOS and 5 other civilians in IfXERA village 
(Kozani) for National activity, I, ITARI3ANI8 and KAR4TZA3 were exe- 
cuted in this village for the same reasons a year ago. 

In 1943, Archimandrite P4P.ALI0UIJA3 of Kozani, v/as 
executed after having been submitted to terrible tortures. 

I.RIRDERG : - In July 1943, in reprisal for sabotage committed in Serv.ia 
area, the germans killed 6 inhabitants from Uetaxa village?

The cousins Evangelos and Vristomenis K0UNALI3, from 
Vnoghion itylopo tamou , Haralambos KEFU 0Y-\ r G T I3, Ioannis XIKERIS and 
other 3 inhabitants of Vnoghion Kylopotamou , were also executed in 
July 1943, on the charge of helping British parachutists and for Gue- 
rilla activities. 

On the 10th lugust 1943, Dionissia TSELIKOS, from Vori- 
zior: (Neon Tfsraklion), Ioannis 73PTA1JINITI3, inhabitant of Platanou 
\mariou, were executed for helping Britishers, Guerillas and the escape 
of persons to the U . E . 

According to recent reports v/e learn that B0SKAKI3 alias 
U1P iDAJvlS , wa3 executed in June 1943, charged for being mixed up with 
a military pro -all led organisation in llannia , and G. TYHAKI3, officer 
v/as executed in Keraklion in July 1943, charged for collaboration with 
Britishers. Both were mentioned as arrested on the 6/12/42 in Sata, 
•\mariou area (see Bull. C 35, page 23),

for National activity in 2fa y 1942. 

During the same period lossif dLGUIZAKIS from RBTHIHNI3 
and 2 others were executed in Ueraklion for spying and sabotage. 

Sl3.PJSS.-lr. 3U<RIo, was killed in a clash between Germans and far- 
mers which took place in Kourounte 3 (Amariou) in July 1942. 

During the same period Georges 3K0UL-VS alias TS:iV^I...i3 and 
Vassilios KALERGUJS or KOUHN 0V.V331LIS of .\noghion Kylopo tamou , were 
killed in a clash which took place between Germans and British oara- 
cnuiistr, . 

On .^he 20-23/8/43, a german dotao'ijnent encircled Voryza 
ed the inhabitants in the- vili.ag? ?^icire* 2 young men 
0.1 30-35 years old were then executed in front of their relatives. 

The Tage was then plundered, set fire and bombed. 
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It ig estimated that over 70 men found a terrible death in their 
houses and were either burnt to death or killed by the bombing. 

The Germans pretended that the inhabitants of this village had 
helped the Guerillas of the Petrakogiorgi group. 

In May 1043, 105 reservist from Crete, were being taken to Main 
Greece in caiques loaded with war materials for the Germans. The 
Caiques were sunk on the way by allied planes and all the 105 men 
perished.

In August 1943, a german detachment arrested 15 shepheards 
from Idi mountain on the suspiseion that they helped the Guerillas; 

They seized all their personal property of some 2500 sheep and 2000 ok 
of cheese i.e. their whole production. 

ACTS OF ARSON : - The Germans bombed and set fire to Voriza village 
in August 1943, in reprisal for the activity of t'is 
Greek Guerilla PETRAKOGEORGIOU, in this area.

In August 1943, the Germans arrested 60 notables of Chios 
town in reprisal for the escape of a number of officers from the con- 
centration camp, near the town. Ten men v/ere chosen as hostages and 
the remainder released . ASKRI ADI’S, Port officer of Chios v/as amongst 
those released. 



DEPOR AT I PITS -EX TIES : - In March 1943, Nicolas GOURAS, motor vessel 

engineer, vmo arrested in Mytilini, together 
with 10 other civilians whose names arc unknown, for belonging to a 
National organisation, and deported to Salonica in May 1943.-

On the 5/7/43, an Italian detachment killed the She- 
pheards Christos T-SEI.OS and Theodossiou outside Thebes, for helping 
women whom the Italians wanted to take away and ill-treat. 

In July 1943, ^as si lias KRE03, who was detained in prison 
as hostage, died from tortures in Levadia, in reprisal for Guerilla 
activities, 

ARRESTS : - From information received on the 31/7/43, we learn that 

during a raid by Italian detachments on Distomon (Levadip 
village, 5‘ farmers and the President of the Community Kinios Hara- 
lambos, were arrested and sent to Aliatron concentration camp. 

In June 1943, the Italians arrested 75 inhabitants of 
Levadia detained them as hostages and tortured them because -Gue- 
rillas had passed through the town. 

ACTS OF .ARSON : - In Hay 1943, in reprisal for Guerilla activities^ 
Italian detachments set fire to all the villages 
of Xiromerou eparchy Mahera, Tsayano , Prodromo , Christovitsas and 
Aghrambelo villages. 

On the 5-6 May 1943, in reprisal of Guerilla ac- 
tivities, an Italian detachment set fire to Davlia village. 

* .Distomon village (Levadia) was attacked again by 
Italian detachments, 15 houses were set on fire and the whol.e vil- 
lage was plundered.

The hunger and dirt were the 
nightmare of the prisoners. Their meAls consisted of 30 Drams bread 
daily with 1/2 a spoonfull of pastry. The cell in which they lived 
had no sun whatever and was so small that the three men oould hardly 
3it down.

MURDERS : - Prom reports ■ dated the 17/7/43, we learn that the Ita- 
lians , Bulgarians and Germans arm the Albanians and gene- 
rally all the Kusulmans of TT058ER0TI V3 prefecture who now plunder 
and slaughter all the Greek Christian element of 7UE3PR0TIA. 

In Igoumenitsa, they murdered the prefect. They also 
attempted to murder the Pref ect .If.OFTOY.UDTIS , but failed. In Greko** 
hori village, Christos KOI 03, aged 80, hin v£ fe Alexandra aged 70- 
and .2 other were killed, A vhole group of inhabitants of this vil- 
lage we re slaughtered in the village square. Amongst them were 4- 
women and 5 small children. 

In Igoumenitsa area, the moslem groups act on instruct- 
ions of the Bulgarians, Germans and Italians. In Paleohorion (Fill- 
aton) village a group of 20 moslems carried off the Brothers Vassi- 
lios and P.vang, T3BXT03, after robbing them. They demanded a ransom 
of 20 millions Dr 3 . for their liberation. No report on their fate 
have reached but it is probable that they were killed by the bandits.

DEATH • -SENTENCES ; - On the 15/4/43, the Bulgarian Martial Courts oi 
Komotini sentenced. 8 Creek civilians to death. 

It has not yet been confirmed whether this sentence was carried out. 
Before their trial, the victima were beaten till they bled by Bul- 
garian soldiers. 



The Martial Courts of Xanthis, sentenced 9 civi- 
lians to death, because they were communists. It is not yet known 
whether the sentence was carried out *

3 gendarmes v/ere sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by the Martial Courts of Didimotikon and sent to Salonica's 
prisons,
